The Coral Sea. off the coaat of 
North-eaat Auatralia haa been a 
graveyard for a Japunaae Armada, j 
Huge Allied bt-mben pursued the ve<* 
aeU sinking 21 of them. Many Jap 
planes aUo were deatroyod, and the 
six-day l-altle waged on sea and in the 
air has been a stem rebuff to enemy 
ainbitiun. An aircraft carrier, heavy 
cruiser, two dciAroyers and transports 
are included in the Jap losaes. 

This has given temporary reapite 
to Australia. There were 500 planes 
in fierce c-omhat. The main battle was 
about 15(> miles off the coast. 

Another halt in Jap* offensive was 
realized in llurma w*hen crack Chin¬ 
ese tixiops slaughtered more than 3000 
Japs on the Burma road and turned 
back another great force. The battle 
look place near the frontier. 

It is estimated that Japanese have 
lofrt 253 ships since December 7, with 
a tonnage of at least 250.2H6. 

Attacks have bean made on the 
coa t of eastern India, but w ithout any 
great results. 

In the daylight attack on Tokyo and 
other cities in April, U.S. war depart¬ 
ment tells that fires started burned fpr 
two days. 

Gas Ketaliatiott 

In his sj>eech from London on Sun¬ 
day, I’rime Minister Churchill grim¬ 
ly warned Hitter that BriUin would 
curry po son gas warfare far and wide 
over Germany if the Germans intro- 
ducetl this deadly weapon. 

He said that if gas were used 
against Kussiu it woukJ be regarded 
as if used against Britain. If the re- 
|H>rt« of gas are found to be true, he 
pn>mised that Britain would use it) 
air superiority to carry out gas war¬ 
fare on the widest piiasible scale 
against military objectives in Ger¬ 
many. This is In response to the re 
|M>rt that the Nazis had used gas on 
the ( rimean front. 

Prime .Minister Churchill’s speecn 
was heartening in its survey of the 
war and the growing strength of al- 
lie<l action. He promised that it is re¬ 
garded as the stern duty of Britain to 
destroy German cities in which vital 
industries flnurish. The civil popula¬ 
tion. he said, may escape from these 
leNerities by fleeing to the land. Thus 
they may have time to think of the 
million.-) of Russian women and chil¬ 
dren that had been driven out^o per¬ 
ish by the Nazis. 

He spoke of the necessity for occu¬ 
pying Madegascar, the magnificent 
defence of .Malta, and the*>allant ac- 
rion which has prevaile*! in the Pacific, 
fortHasiing the grow*ing allied 
strength against the enemy. 

Hitler’s Aim 

It is said that Hitler's long herald- 
eti offensive U under way, with a drive 
towartl the oil wealth of the t'aucasus 
It is anticipated that intense action 
will l»e certain on this area, with the 
ultimate poasibility of conflict for 
Iran and other oil fields. Russia, how- 
e\er, is well entrenched round the 
centre of action. It is here that use 
of gas is reporte<l, but Russia ha.^ 
threatened to retaliate with "buckeU 
of gas” if this weapon ia ever used. 
The Russian hold on Sebastopol 
thn-atens Naxi advance in the Caucas- 
in area. 

The type of gas itiscussed as a Nazi 
possibility is a mental paralysis gas 
».triking at nerve centres. Swiss report 
320 tank cars of the li<]uid on the <ret- 
mail frontier. Kxperta claim that if 
this is inlrotluced by Germany it will 
throw the world open to such attack 
Kvery civilian in Britain has a gas 
mask. Only one in I6fl in (^rmany 
ha.N one.

Word reaching thia organization indicates that about 200. poMddy as 
many as :UW. of the training staff w'ho will be stationed at the Vulcan Air¬ 
port, will be seeking living c|uartera in or adjacent to Vulcan. 

I'he majority of these will be husband and wife and will require two 
rooms with housekeeping facilities. Others with families Will require three 
room suites. Indication are ibat few of the latter will be requir^. 'The de¬ 
mand for two room suitaa. however, ia very large. 

While it ia doubtful if Vulcan could accommodate anywhere near the 
ab(A-e the figures, ^ to our bast tnlrreals, individually and from a commun¬ 
ity standpoint; to ac^mmodata aH that we possibly can. F'rom a palritAic 
viewpoint, it has been fourul that the morale of the men ia greatly tmprovcHi 
when they can have their loved ones near them. 

Furnishing such suites will present somewhat of a problem to many 
householders, but if you will remember that these families Realize the cir¬ 
cumstances and are very reasonable in their re«iuirementa ibis should r»oi 
prove too great a problem. The four main re<mtremcfiu are, of course, a 
bed. table, stove arid chairs. Moat of them will jiave cooking utensils arut 
linen. An>-thing that can be arhled to these main items either in the way oi 
additional furniture, water, heat and light facilities w'ill be that much more 
of an inducement for prospective renters. 

The Board of Trade, in urging that ail poMible accommodation be pro¬ 
vided. realize the many pn>blems that will confront householders. Consid¬ 
erable expense will be involved In converting present homes into suites. Thi) 
brings up the problem of whether or not it will pay them to make lhe:.e 
change*. Indications at present are that thev could figure on possibly two 
yeara* rental. It may be much longer if it is it will be because we have won 
tiie war and that ia something that no one will regret, loss of rental noth- 
withstanding. 

Another problem which la sure to arise will be the amount of renUil 
to charge- While it ia not our inteniioii or purpose to try and regulate ren- 
tala we urge that a reasonable charge be made, taking into consideration the 
accommodation provided and the expenae involved in making it ready. If 
centals are loo high it will have two reaulta. Firstly, it will promptly bring 
in a Kent Control Officer with resulting drastic lowering of renula, and aec- 
i.ndly, it will result in the loss of goodwill between the Airport perjronnel anJ 
the Town of Vulcan. Both of these are to be avoided, aa can readily be seen. 

The Board of Trade ia must anxious to get a complete listing of all 
housing faciHties in and adjacent to the Town of Vulcan, at the earii^ ik»r. 
sible date Lnquiriea have already been made and will be coming in daily 
frmii now on. It will greatly facUiute matter* if they can have a list ready 
ol those who have suites to dir ect these emiuiries to. I’lease get in touch 
with the secreUry, Mr. A. Salea, letting him know what accommodation you 
have and when you expect it to be ready. SUfting this week, rnen will be 
coming in steadily until the peroonnel is complete. potsiWy in July or eany 
August. e

iirolilems arising out of providing accommodations. They will gladly do ev- 
erything in their power to help you solve any such difficultie*.

The World of Wheat by H. 

G. 1... Strange, Director. Re- 
oearch Dept., Searle Grain 
Company, Ud. 

*11)0 active campaign waged by 
friends of our prai^ wheat growth 
for a fair price (or wheat la now t 
thing of the past. Tha government 
has raised the price from 70 cents to 
9<» cent* Yor 1 Northern at Fort Wil¬ 
liam. .Something of a campaign how- 
ex-er i,s being waged in Eastern Can¬ 
ada resenting even the payment /f 
this very modest price per bushel. 
Western farmers are being designat¬ 
ed as “llx’ing on the East,” aa being 
“greedy”; they are being accused of 
receiving a 116 million dollar **hand- 
out” which the East, in the main, it is 
said W'ill have to pay. 

The truth it, and all farmers should 
remember this, that there is no “hand¬ 
out” at all on 90 cent wheat, for the 
gox'emment should easily be able to 
sell the wheat they purchase for at 
leart this same 90 cents. At this price 
the people wilt have cheap flour and 
bread, and importing countries will 
buy cheap w'heat At 90 cenu a bush¬ 
el wheat, flour ami bread are still by 
far the cheapest foods in the world. 
The government, therefore, should 
lose nothing by 'giving farmers 90 
cenU a bushel for wheat at Fort Wil¬ 
liam, which is 70 cents at the ax'erage 
country point Industrial labour, paid 
mainly in the er»d by the government, 
is receiving relatively a far, far 
greater reward. 

Factors Affecting the Price of Wheat 

Following factor* have tended to 
raise price: United Nations have oc¬ 
cupied Madagascar assuring better 
communication with India. Green 
hugs and flood conditions in parts of 
the U.S. southwest have damaged 
much wheat. The food situation re¬ 
mains critical in Europe. The U.S. 
government w'ill loan $1.14 a bushel 
on wheat on farms in 1942; 16 cents 
shove 1941 price. 

Following factora have tended to 
lower price: Generous rains have fal¬ 
len recently over Western Canada and 
the i\S. northwest. The U.S. winter 
wheat crop continues to make excel¬ 
lent progrese. Wheat acreage In Ar¬ 
gentina ia almost the same a* 1941, 
and crop prospects are normal. 

Anglo Canadian Co. 
Shows Good Profit 

Anglo Canadian Oil Co.. lAd.. real- 
ired a ret proAt of $286,979 in 1941. 
Thia was after allowing $161J>90 for 
income and excess profits tax a mt 
$.554,306 for depreciation; and amort¬ 
ization of co«t of producing wells and 
rnyaltie*. The gross Income wa* 
$I.229.‘jro. 

President H. R. Milner states in hi? 
report: “In riew of the difficulty of 
obtaining the necessary material and 
.supplies for drilling, it has become 
neceatary for the company to carry 
iinusuallv large atocka and this situa¬ 
tion may. during the present year, re¬ 
quire putting out very substantial 
sum* of money.” 

“Although the first interim divl- 
iiend« on the rompanv’s stock were 
: natd in 1941. your direetora sre of the 
I opinion that owing to the heavy de¬ 
mands pla'-ed upon the company under 
existing conditions, the interests of 
*he shareholders are best served by 
deferring the payment of further divi¬ 
dends until a more accurate appraisal 
of the future can be made.”

When no more than 
6«P i or *riS of the eleclora exert the.oiielves to register 
their opinion, it hHika very much aa if they w'ere not 
concerned in the uaurui. nor appreciated the privilege of 
voting. Yet the rhatw'e la that these non-voterw iki a 
goo^ ilea) of talking betw'een electinna. and have no end 
of qpinions 4>n how the country shouUI be run, and th<) 
way things are going to rack and ruin. They would 
probably be the nuat violent in their proteate if they 
were dia>|ualifle4l for failure to exerciae the right of 
franchise.

Hut if he conaiat- 
f ntly fatla to apfie.-ir at thi* ptilliag iMMith dn rle«*tion day 
there aeenia no rruson why lirehouhl lie relaineil on any 
volera' list. He is not in an> m-hm* a citizen cunrernrU 
with gtNKl govomment. or appreciative of hia privileges. 

To suggest that only property ownerw— those with a 
Make in the counlr)*—ohoakf have a right to vote, wouhl 
be a dangerviuvjilep. Kveryune has a puleiUial slake in 
tl>e country. The man who'^ lalmr g>ies into road buihl 
ing or mining, has an investment in this c.iuntry no less 
than his employer, alnl If he meet* the requirements o| 
citizenship, should feel Ih** dignity and res|K>naibility of 
an ele«'tor. To reetmt the right to vote on a haata of 
literacy has iU supportem. but this might he open to in¬ 
justice, aincr man> a piugh diamond has more hard, 
common ^nse than his more privilegixl etlui'atei 
brother 

The generous briwnl Insia of tlie Osn.idinn franchise 
has much to romnoMiii it.

Commandas Work 


Tough Training 


Preoe (orreepondeal Gives 
a Graphk Word Picture of 
Gperalioss of Our CiMuiaan- 
do<* Overseas 

Ross Munro, Csnadian Press corres 
pondent. writing for the dailies from 
England, describes the training of 
commando troops fnr Invasion tactics. 
With blackened faces and glinting 
knives these troops creep round in 
their toughest test—a conAirt of com 
mamlns and the toughest men of Bri¬ 
tain. 

Munro describes one night of prac¬ 
tice invasion with the commandoi 
when they attacked a small bland off 
the Britbh coast. 

“When we withdrew at dawn.** he 
saya, “we had been through a night of 
wild turmoil and gratefully hoarded 
the landing craft which was sent lo 
pick us up.“ 

There had been some pre-arrkhge 
ment between the heads of defence 
forces and commandos, but little de 
tail, and the writer tells of how the 
rommand<ui msile a surcessful landing 
and poured over the slippery nx'ks: 

“We plungeil down snd ffatlened 
ouraelve4 to the ground. The Asres 
rote and fell, green, yellow, led, white 
and amber. Inch by Inch we stnig 
gird forward, negotiated a hillside am 
crawled into the cov'er of a langle-l 
wood. Meanwhile the landing craft 
moved back to sea. 

“We clawed our way through the 
bush. Hcad|d for the most distant 
objective, tw Calgary’ Highlanders 
plowed through peat boga.“ 

Offensive Operalioas 

“This training U making the enlin- 
army think offenf-ively of operation* 
across the North Sea or the English 
Channel The troops are training snd 
planning harder than ever before for 
action which nAght Iw launched any 
where from Nanik to the Spanteb 
border. 

“With the R A.F. giving continental 
targets a pon-stop pounding and wi*h 
talk of a second front heard frvtm 
M'hitehall to country pubs, the Cana¬ 
dians are preparing for anything from 
reconnaUance raids to all-tOut attack. 

“Thb shock-troop graining has bee- 
built. up secretly for months to a cli¬ 
max of work with the navy by Com- 
inand*v-life forces. 

“The goal is to make, every infantry 
un t as haid and as skilled as Con.- 
mandoa so they can stuMte coastal as¬ 
saults and push on into enemy terri¬ 
tory. Maps, phntitgraphi snd relleT

A 
little more finish can be put on their 
hogs with that extra barley they are 
Irtaaning to grow this year, without 
fear of a price discount on B*3 ho«s 
welghlrtff around 330 lbs. The change 
in price regulations does not apply 
to C-3 or D*S grades.

Canada's navy la still in Aral youth 
but 314K13 men have been enlisted 
since the atari of the war and 11,046 
of these are from Western Canada, 
rhe navy has a watting Mst of about 
6U0U. The navy began with approxi* 
inataly 1700. Alberta has conthbutau 
2,436 of tha weaternera. 

A grast part of the naval work has 
bean in the North Atlantic, but therv' 
is a cry fo^ more ahipe which must 
convoy war supplies. 

The Royal Canadian navy has 400 
ships today aa compared with 16 when 
iiie war started. Jhtn are between 
12 and 20 destroyers, 76 corvettes, 46 
mine sweepere. armed merchant cruis¬ 
ers, armed yachU and about two dox- 
eu Kairmile motor boats.
